The Erring Woman Dead. 

Crvcinnati, O., Aug. 10.—Mrs. Caroline 
Florenz, wife of Anton Florens, of Vienna, 
Austria, who had eloped from that city with one 
Nathan Shuk, and whose abandonment and ef- 
fort at suicide was reported in these dispatches, 
died at 8 o’clock to-day of her wounds. The 
case ia a most singular one. She shot berself in 
the head June 14. A bail weighing thirty erains 
entered her brain. After being severed into 
four pieces, probably by contact with bones, 
three of these pieces, weighing nineteen grains, 
were removed by the surgeons, and the woman 
appeared in a fair way to recover.

THE OLD FEUD. 
Shecial Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Aug. 10.—The reputation of 
East St. Louis as a blood-stained town was in- 
creased this morning at about 10 o’clock by a 
street duel between Deputy-Marshal William 
Wallace anu a cattle-dealer uamed Joba. Sulli- 
van. in which’ the latter was almost instantly 
killed. Some montns ago, in one of the nu- 
merous faction fights in East St. Louis, Wallace 
fired at Sullivan, and the latter, after the event, 
carried a pistol and went always prepared for a 
street-fight. Yesterday Sullivan, who had 
been drinking, met Wallace in front of 
a saloon, and some words passed, when 
Wallace passed on. A few minutes later he 
came by thesaloon again, when more words 
passed, and both men began shooting. The 
testimony as to which fired first is contradictory. 
Sullivan leaped behind a weli-curb and Wallace 
behind a horse and buggy. Each shot four or 
five times, when Wallace, who had emptied his 
pistol, drew a navy revolver, just as Sullivan 
came from behind his defense, and, taking de- 
liberate aim, shot him through the chest. Sal- 
livan staggered into the saloon, saying, „He's 
got me at last,“ and died in a few minutes. 
Wallace, who was found to have received a bul 
let in one leg, was arrested. 


SHANEFELT. —

PrrrssurG, Pa., Aug. 10.—Capt. George H. 
Shanefelt, who has traveled extensively in the 
West as a Murphy temperance orator, got on a 
spree here to-night, and proceeded to break up 
housekeeping in a summary manner. After 
smashing nearly all the furniture in his resi- 
dence, he chased his family into the street, 
where they were found and cared for by neigh- 
bors. He then locked himself in his room and 
defied the officers who were seat to arrest him. 
They finally kicked the door in, took the belii- 
cose Captain in custody, and marched him to the 
station-house, where he tried to hang himself, and 
nearly succeeded. There was 4 rope suspended 
from the skylight, and the Captain, climbing up 
to it, made a noose on the end and _ slipped it 
over bis neck. Then he swung himself clear. 
He wascut down and resuscitated. He was 
one of Murphy's first converts here, and for a 
long time kept the pledge. 


A RIVER PRAMA. 
New Tonk, Aug. 10.—Two orisoners, Denis 
’ Gillespie and John O’Brien, escaped trom Black- 
well’s Island to-night. They were in a guard- 
boat with Keeper Stephen Keliy patrolling the 
East River side, when a boat in which were six 
rowdies approached and demanded the surren- 
der of the prisoners.

The Champion Opium- Eater of the Known 
* World.The Terrible Experience of an Ex- 
Assistant Resident Physician of the Ala-

See me as I am now,—wretched, worn out, car- 
ing for nothing, an insatiable thirst consumi 
me,—all for the want of morphine. Not that 
don’t get some, but not enough. The craving 
amounts to an insanity. I wish I were dead,— 
avytaing to get away from myself. Now its 
power is so strong over me that I have had 
several fits, caused by the enforced want. Un- 
fortunately, I mast confess, I do not think I am 
accountable for my actions or know exactly 
what I am doing when I am under the influence 
of morphine.”’ 

One of the keepers at the Tombs, speaking of 
Dr. Tyler, said: Poor devil. I'm sorry for 
him; his sufferings are too awful to wit- 
ness. Every now and then he will take 
a fit, the most horrible I have ever 
seen. His body wül be coiled up like 
a ball, perfectiv rigid, und be will spring bodily 
from the bed or floor: nor is it possible to keep 
him down. His face at these times becomes 
livid and deati-like, the oo are set, the mouth 
firm and compressed, while through the teeth 
trickles a disag e-emelling froth; the hands 
are drawn together ina koot. The oaly way to 
get nim out of it is by injecting morphine, when 
be will gradually come to, the y will lose its 
rigidity, the tace its death like pallor ana fixed- 
n the blood will mount slowly in waves to 
the brala, and in a short time he will have re- 
covered sufficiently to lie down and speak.” 
Dr. -Hardy, one of the visiting poysicians at the 
Tombs, informed the writer that Tyler was a 
contirmed morphine-taker of an effeminate dis- 
position. I consider bim perfectly harmless. 
As for a cure, there might be a chance for nim 
if he were sent to some asylum and kept there 
until the desire had been overcome. I say 
might, for when a person gets so far gone as 
Tyler is it is hard to teil whether the case can 
be successful!y treated or not.

The London ‘‘Saturday Review” on 
British-American Reciprocity, 
Lowpow, July 26.—The gloom that has been 
for months darkening the Lancashire cotton- 
trade grows deeper and deeper, and no one can 
tell how and when the depression will end, if it 
is ever to end. In Oldham, which is in the heart 
of the Lancashire district, it is everywhere ree- 
ognized that the trade is now passing through 
the most severe crisis in its history. The de- 
pression is more severe than during the 
cotton famine at the time of the American War, 
for then it was known that peace in the United 
States would bring back trade, while now there 
is no knowing when the depression will end. 
As there are po perfectly obvious causes of the 
trouble there is much @ivision of opinion as to 
the properremedy. The general idea appears to 
be that the cause is “overproduction,” and in 
the absence of exciting Continental causes this 
ig probably the case, But how to curtail 
production—that is the question that has for a 
long time been discussed in Oldham. The con- 
flicting interests which exist have, however, de- 
feated every plan that has so far been devised. 
The reduction of wages is not enough to coun- 
terbalauce losses, and it is admitted that trade 
is not to be remedied by. obliging operatives 
to make further sacrifices. short-time 
movement is spreading throughout Oldham, but 
it is not yet thoroughly systematized; but, even 
if it should be, the system will only serve to 
for whenever 
it is abandoned the old state of affairs wil) be 
brought about again in a short time. The state 
of trade is best told by the balance sheets of the 
stock companies. Nine-tenths of them have not 
paid a dividend for two or three years, and even 
with an immediate resumption of good trade 
some of them would not be able to pay a divi- 
dend for several vears tocome. The fact that 
many of them have lived so long under these cir- 
cumstances would be astonishing if we did not 
know that they were sustained by Joan capital. 
But they wiil, of course, exhaust even loan capi- 
tal after a while, and one company owning one 
of the finest mills in the district bas been obliged 
to stop from this very cause. The situation may 
be summed up thus: Ten million dollars of cap- 
itai representing two-thirds of the limited com- 
panies unproductive for three years, $600,000 of 
debt, 20 per cent reduction in operatives’ wages, 
milis ruoning short time, many mills closed, 
numerous and bouse property increased 
50 per cent in value. The question is now asked, 
„Can the trade bear such a strain during the 
next three years! Some of the companies are 
preparing for the crisis by increasing their share 
capital, bat can it be raised in these hard times? 


A FEARFUL STATE OF pEPredion IN THE 
NOKTH OF ENGLAND—CONDITION Of THE 
IRON AKL STEEL DISTRICTS. 

CLEVELAND, England, July 20.—In the gen- 
eral duliness which has for some years afflicted 
the mineral industries of the world, it was to 
be expected that those of England would share, 
but few who are not in these indus- 
tries bare any iaea of the state of the iron- 
producing districts of Great Britain—Cleveland. 
The growth of this district was rapid; and, 
though twenty years ago it produced a very 
slight portion of the pig-iron then made in 
England, its mineral trade was so well devel- 

there last year it produced about a third 


of the whole of the crade iron made in the 


United Kingdom. But since 1874 the local con- 
sumption has been falling off, and, as hitherto 
the iron-stone has not been capable of utiliza- 
tion for the steel manufacture, there has been 
since that vear ap increase of stocks, and lying 
idle of rolling-mills, the. failure of firms, and, 
latterly, the blowing out of dlast-furus es. 
Fortunes were made in the early years 
of this and last decade, and they have been and 
are being lost in the later years. As one in- 
stance, the case of the late John Vaughan 
(Iron King of Cleveland) may be cited. He 
began iife as a puddler; worked as foreman in 
a small irooworks at Carlisle. and later on at 
; e, came in 1840 to the then small town of 

dlesborough, and with his partner, the late 

. Bolekond, established the firm which bore 
their names and which struggled on for ten ora 
dozen 58 and then rapidly grew perous. 
When Mr. Vaughan died in 1885 he-left bis anly 
son à fortune of nearly a quarter of a million 
sterling, and in addition the son owned a set of 
blast furnaces also. In ten years the fortune 
was entirely — and the magnificent estate 
of Thomas Vaughan parsed into liquidation, 
and bis mansion at Gunnergate, the most mag- 
nificent and luxurious in Cleveland, has had its 
Satdanapalian furnishings scattered by the 
auctioneer’s bammer. Nor has thie been an 
isolated case, for the pressure of the dullness in 
trade and the fall m prices has brought down 
many of the magnates in the iron trade of the 
North of England. 

THE IRON TRADE RUINED. 

That state may bow be succinctly stated. 
Clevelaud has 165 blast-furnaces, and 22 
of these are now out of blast, while half the 
mines are closed, and ip a month or 80 the mines 
at Rosedale (perhaps the most valuable in En- 
gland) are to be auctioned. In the Norta of 
England the iron manufacturing works have a 
capacity indicated by a little over 2.100 puddling 
furnaces, of which over 1,100 are cold, while one 
set, that at Durkfield, Darlington, is being dis- 
mantied. This smelting and manufacturin 
plaut represents a capital, it is estimated, o 
about £5.500,000, and of this works worth 
£2.700,000—or about one half of the whole—are 
unproductive and decaying. Naturally this fear- 
iul condition of the chief trade of the North of 
England has bad its effect on allied industries, 
and a score ot the contributory collieries are 
idle, while the number of wotkmen at the mines, 
works, quarries, and coke-ovens has been very 
materially reduced. In part this has been 
brought about by the general dullness in the 
mineral industries, but in part also by the change 
in the form of demand from iron to steel. When 
there was a brisk demand for iron rails the roll- 
ing-mills of Cleveland wore kept fully occupied, 
but now that there is a demand only for sted 
rails (lor which Cleveland iron is not yet used 
other than experimentally,) the effect on 
the trade, combined with the general dull 
is what is best indicated by the figures 
facts above quoted. Week by week and month 
by month there has been a deciension in the 
number of workmen employed, and as other 
districts and other industries are also affected 
many of these workmen have been unable to 
obtain employment, and the distress is becom- 
ing now both great and deep. Ip the seaside 
towns it is not so marked, but in Stockton, 
Middlesborougb, and Darlington destitution 
among the unfortunate iron workers is becom- 
ing chronic. 

INTENSITY OF THE MISERY. 

At the present time the poor-law ians of 
Darlington are applying for s powers of 
relief, and fn their application they state that 300 
families in the town are destitute, while from 
another source it appears that over 800 houses 
there are empty. It is difficult as vet to foresee 
any gleam oi hope for the future, for the ten- 
dency of the age is to the use of steel in place 
of iron for mary purposes, and districts where 
the iron manufacturé was successfully carried 
on are not always favorable for the commence- 
ment of the new ſudustry, and ores which are 
suitable for the iron trade are not always suita- 
ble for the steel manulacture. But atteaiots 
are being made, and with success, to use 
in the manufacture the land = =sfron 
ores—attempts which it is beliéved will 
give to the Cleveland districf a new 
lease of life and prosperity.

Americans contracted their purchases because 
they could not help it, because in fact they had 
not the means of keeping them up. But their 
new prosperity gives the means, and they are 
certain to increase their expenditure. At first 
the farmers would naturally increase their home 
purchases. By doing so they would impart ac- 
tivity to the industries patronized, and as orders 
poured in and the employers to de busv 
the work-people would demand ber wages. 
In many cases the competition of employers 
would make them concede the demand; in 
other cases there would bea strike. In either 
event prices would go up. Thus, necessarily, 
American manufactured goods would become 
dearer than British, in spite of distance and pro- 
tective tariffs. And then an active demand for 
British manufactures would arise. This is the 
course events have been taking. For nearly a 
year we have had evideoces of improvement in 
the United States themselves. Of late the im- 
port of British goods have increased. Some 
months ago it was announced that Mr. Vander- 
bilt found it more economical to buy steel 
raile in England than at home, and other rail- 
way magnates bave followed the example. Nor 
are the railway kings singular io this.. The 
Statist, analyzing the Board of Trade returns for 
June, ext the principal articles exported 
to the United States, and sbowed that there bas 
been a steady increase in them since New-Year’s 
For June alone the increase, compared 
the previous June, was 48 per cent. We 
find the increase, both for the month and the 
six months, in cotton, linen, jute, and woolen 
manufactures,—in pore F wrought or cast 
iron, railroad iron, machipery,—the very ar- 
ticles, that is, in which the decrease in previous 
years was most marked.

But it is as 
clear as day that no such result as this can 
be obtained by following the example of 
France, and the proof of it is to be found in 
the single fact that prices of merchandise 
are lower in France than in the United 
States; that wages are lower in France than 
in the United States; and that speculation is 
not so rife in France as in the United States. 
An exact imitation of the financial policy of 
France would further reduce prices and 
wages in this country, and this is precisely 
the opposite of the object sought by Wricur 
and his followers. 

Viewed in this light, it becomes evident 
that Congressman WNonr's reference to 
France and its volume of money was intended 
to deceive. He concealed the conditions 
under which France possessed a volume of 
money estimated at $1,800,000,000, or there- 
abouts. Of this amount but $430,000,000 is 
in the shape of paper currency, or only a 
little more than one-half as as there is 
in the United States. This volume of paper 
currency is in the form of notes of the Bank of 
France ; it is not legal-tender, and not money 
in the true sense, but the currency of domes- 
tic commerce, like other checks and drafts.

“Tf a supply of the necessities and com- 
forta. of life could be assured as the re 
ward of intelligent effort or labor, without 
the need of accumulating capital, it would 
not pay to be rich, and the accumulation of 
capital could be safely left to those who 
merely enjoy the process of getting gain, 
and to whom the process is an end and not a 
means”; and this principle Mr. Arxrvson 
suggests may be formulated in a statement 
of certain laws that control the production 


and distribution of necessary commodities, 
in the even or substantially equal consump- 


tion of which is to be found the condition of 
prosperity, or, conversely, of adversity. 
This he illustrates by saying: Given 4 
certain ayerage quantity of the means of 
subsistence, qonsisting of the materials for 
food, clothing, and shelter,—above which 
line luxury begins and below which want 
is felt, —and we find that it is the 
function of capital to increase the quantity 
of these materials, and of invention to de. 
crease the umount of labor required for their 
production. Under the joint work of these 
forees the mean or average standard of sub. 
sistence is constantly rising, and the things 


that are the luxuries of one generation be- 


come the comforts of the next and the neces- 
sities of the third.” 

As an ex@bit of the process of distributing 
production between labor and capital, we 
condense Mr. Atxrson’s statement of the 
condition of the cotton-manufacture of the 
United States as a whole:

No great accretions of wealth are happen- 
ing in the production of cotton. The value 
of the cotton produced at the North is dis- 
tributed among 300,000 people in the South, 
mainly those who work the crop, and in 
small part by those who move it. The 
labor cost of the cloth is ¢bsorbed in a small 
degree by the few masters of the art of spin- 
ning and weaving, but mainly by 120,000 to 
140,000 men, women, and children who attend 
the pickers, cards, spindles, and looms. The 
cost of fuel, oil, and supplies passes to the 
miners and workers; the cost of starch main- 
ly to the farmers; the insurance is mainly 
loss; the taxes are for the common welfare ; 
the depreciation fund must go to the me- 
chanio and the machinists who replace the 
machines worn out, or rendered useless by 
inventions. A large share is expended on 
railway service, and among clerks, porters, and 
draymen; a large share of merchants’ com- 
missions on the distributions and of the as- 
sumed profit of the business itself must be 
distributed among the tradesmen who supply 
the honseholds, and domestic servants in the 
families of the merchents and of the owners 
of the mills. Omitting the small savings of 
the working people, there is, even under 
these conditions of substantial prosperity, 
no accretion of wealth or any sum set apart 
for the increase of capital beyond 1, 2, 
or at most 8 per cent of the actual product 
of the joint working of labor and capital in 
this branch of industry. From this review 
of the manner in which the proceeds of this 
great industry are distributed, Mr. Ars 
declares : 

It follows that, when three parts of the annual 
product must pass into the fund of capital needed 
for future use in cotton manufacturing. in order to 
maintain the necessary supply of cotton fabrics, 
on the average only 1% per cent will be required in 
general manufactures, and ninety-eight and a halt 
parts ofeach year's product may be, and in truth 
are, enjoyed by those who do some part of the 
actual work, and who mainly depend on their daily 
work for their daily dread.“

THE PONCAS. 
RESPONSIBILITY FOR A CRUEL BLUNDER.

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THE BANKERS’ CONVENTION. 


Pe ty 

Address of H. H. Camp, of Milwaukee, 

Saratoea, Aug. 8.—H. H. Camp, Casbier of 
the First National Bank of Milwaukee, read a 
long paper on the bistory of banking in the 
West. He considered his subject under a divis- 
ou into three eras. He said in substance: 

“The first era began in the various States at 
the different dates when charters were granted 
by the several Legislatures for the various kinds 
of banks. He reviewed the development of 
banking in this era in Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Kentucky, Missouri, Micnigan, Wisconsin, Iowa, 
and Minnesota. In most of these States this 
era was ended between 1850 and 1855. The 
isssues of the banks in these States had a gen- 
eral circulation throagh the Northwest. 

‘* The second era begag in 1852, and covered the 
entire history of free State banking up to 1861. 
Between those dates, Indiana, IIlinois, and Wis- 
consin flooded their own States and disturbed the 
finances of the entire West with the issues of 
these free banks. This era was brought toa 
close by the events of the Civil War.” 

The third era began with the passing of the 
National Banking law. Previous to 1865 the 
privileges of this law were not fully used, The 
final perfection by Secretary Chase of an alliance 
between the capital of the country and the 
Government itself under the operations of this 
law is oue of the greatest financial events of our 
time.’ 

Mr. Camp reviewed at considerable length 
the evils of vicious legislation during the first 
era in the States above named. In reference to 
Michigan he said: 

„From all I can learn of the unwritten history 
of looseManking, I think Michigan could bear 
away the palm. it was in this State that Wild- 
Cat banks were first known, and here was 
also the home of the Red Dog.’’ This latter 
term was descriptive of notes of banks which 
had changed their location, and instead of issu- 
ing new notes, their new location was stamped 
ia red printing ou the face of the originally- 
issued notes. These banks all very soon failed, 
and it is supposed that not over 25 per cent of 
oF issues were finally redeemed. 

Indiana bas bad the greatest extremes in 
the quality of its banking institutions, It bad 
some of the best banks existing in the Unitea 
States for — years, and later, during the sec- 
ound era of banking in the West, it had a class 
of banks whose issues proved a delusion 
aud u snare. Men of the stamp of gur 
honored veteran banker, Mr. McCulloch, were 
those who early cared for the interest of the 
peuple in caring for their own, but a class ot ad- 
venturers, cheap men, aud speculaters came 
like buzzards to the prey and took advantage oi 
the too liberal Frea Banking-law under which so 
great a financial disaster was brought about.“ 

Under the head of Illinois, Mr. Camp indulged 
in this bit of pieasantry: 

“1 cannot account for the peculiar legislation 
of illinois in early times, but * State whose

There was no room for doubt, after the devel- 
opments of Saturday night and their wide pub- 
lication given in yesterday’s TRIBUNE, that the 
Rey. ‘Theophilus Van de Moortel, voluntarily or 
involuntarily, after deep reflection, or upon per- 
suasion, if not pure compulsion, had returned 


to the arms of the Church of Rome, which he 


so recently left to join what he believed to be 
the truest representative of the Church of God, 
—the Episcopacy. The developments of yester- 
day only served to confirm what was already the 
certainty of this conclusion. 

Father Van de Moortel did not return to 
Cauon Kaowles’ house, from which he so quietly 
took his leave Saturday evening about half-past 
7 o'clock. The light burned dimly in the hall 

‘for him, even after Tua Tamer reporter left 


there at 1 o’clock Sunday morning, but he came 


not. There was no startling pull at the door- 
dell, n> turning out of the Canon’s household 
to receive a belatea priest. The light was ex- 
tinguished, the household went to bed, and, 
what was more, Father Van de Moortel did not 
disturb it during the remaining hours of the 
nigiit; nor has he been there since. But at an 
early hour yesterday forenoon 
A LADY PRESENTED HERSELF 

at the door bearing a letter from the Rev. The- 
ophilus, dated Aug. 9, but whollv dark as to the 
place in which, or the hour at which, it was 
written. The letter was similar, in its sub- 
stance, to the note which the recanting Father 
sent to Tun Trisuns at a late hour Saturday 
night. It stated, in effect, that the sympathy 
expressed for the writer on all sides was too 
much for him. He couldn't stand it. So much 
influence, in fact, had been brought to bear 
upon him that he felt himself unable to 
resist it any longer, and he had there- 
fore resolved to return to the Church 
of Rome, In closing, Father Van de Moortei 
thanked the Canon for his hospitality, and ex- 
pressed his regrets that he should have given 
him any trouble. A postscript contained the 
request that the bearer be allowed to arrange 
his effects. 

The Canon's first impulse was to get up, ar- 
range the priest’s effects, and give them to the 
messenger. Bat in nis present illness he did 
not feel able to do so, and the idea of allowing 
any person whom he didn’t know to come into 
his house and gather up what the Father had 
left, was one which didn’t strike his fancy 
favorably. He did not know at the time that 
the lady bad the key to Father Van de 
Moortei’s trunk, though. before going out, the 
messenger stated that fact to one of the 
household, who subsequently—when it was too 
late—communicated it to the Canon. Acting 
upon what he conceived to be the proprieties of 
the case, he sat down and 

INDITED A REPLY 
to the effect that if the Rev. Father Van de 
Moorte! would send him the key of his trunk. 
he would see that his effects were delicately and 
properly disposed of, and sent,on the Father’s 
order, to whatever place he might designate. 
‘The messenger took the note and left. 

Although unabie to take his wonted part in 
the morning serviees at the Cathedral, Canon 
Kuowles was present, and at the of- 
ertory, immediately after the Rey. 
Mr. Larrabee had preached the ser- 
mon, briefly addressed the congregation 
ou the subject of Father Van de Moortel’s re- 
turn to Papacy. The matter having attained 
sach wide publicity, he naturally inferred that 
the minds of his hearers would be more or less 
exercised over it, and he therefore deemed it 
only right that be shoud officially inform them 
of it. He stated, in effect, that he considered 
it proper that the people should kuo of 

TARE SINGULAR EXPERIENCE 

which the Church had encountered daring the 
past few days. Some months ago a poor, 
trembling soul had come to him like a 
bird escaped from the snare of the 
fowler: The snare was broken, and that soul 
was delivered. ‘he Canon had opened his house 
to bim, and be bad deen given every freedom 
that hospitality could command. He had come 
and gone of his own accord; he had been for- 
mally admitted to the communion of the Chureh 
by Bishop McLaren, and had twice publicly re- 
ceived the Holy Communion at the altar of the 
Cathedral of SS. Peter and Paul at the Canon’s 
hands. But the old associations and the old 
ties were too strong for him, and, despite of 
licht and koowledge, he had gone back 
to the Church of Rome. It was well 
that be had done so. It was well that 
he had not completely won the affections of his 
people by an extended work among them, or by 
other contact. It was well that he went when 
he did.
